(From Our Own Correspondent) 

Montreal, April 12.—In_ this 
great city of Montreal there is an 
over-increaring army of wage earn- 
ing women. ‘There girls and 
women are employed in schools, 
offices, shops, private homes, and 
other places too bumerous to men- 
tion. They pour into our city 
from the country districts of Cana- 
da, from the emaller towns and 
villages. ‘They come across the 
ocean from the Motherland, and, 
in small numbers, from the south. 
Here they gather to work and to 
live. They have to work, and 
they live as best they can. 

Further than accepting freely of 
their work Montreal has, thus far, 
done little for this class of her 


population, And Montreal is just 
beginning to realize that she is in 
debt. Shortly before Sir Thomas 
Shaughnessy went abroad a few 
gentlemen, most of them in the 
ever expanding millionaire clase, 
sat in the smoking room of the 
Mount Royal Club. The question 
of-society’s duty to the working 
girl arose.

When accident or disease occurs tn, 
the household, however, successful as- 
sistance is not so easily rendered as in 
the case of the wind blown bat. The 
most willing hands and heads may 
bring injury rather than relief through 
an excess of zeal and ignorance of 
how to direct it. ; 

Fainting Spelle 

Ordinary fainting spells, excluding 
cases of unconsciousness, due to heart 
disease, kidney trouble, apoplexy, etc., 
may be due to a number of causes— 
shock, indigestion, eye strain, lack of! 
food, bowel trouble, etc. In such cases! 
the patient should be placed in a re 
clining position, with the feet higher 
than the head and the clothing loosen-, 
ed about the neck and chest. Cold wa-, 
ter dashed in the face will usually suf- 
fice to restore consciousness. Aromat- 
fe spirits of ammonia inhaled or if the’ 
patient is able to swallow fifteen to 
thirty drops in a wineglass of water 
is a good restorative. Strong ammonia 
should not be applied to the nostrils: 
of an unconscious person, as extreme 
irritation of the mucous . membrane| 
may result before the patient becomes) 
conscious of it, 

An impending faint may be prevent-, 
ed by having the patient place his head, 
in his hands and lower it between his! 
knees while sitting down. This strain-

The natural impulse is to raise the 
head and body of a patient who has 


fainted. This is the worst possible 
thing’ to do. Feet high and head low 
is the rule. 


Sunstroke. 

The symptoms of supstroke are very 
high temperature, ranging from 104 
to 112 degrees F.. congested counte 
mance, heuvy breathing and uncon- 
sciousness. This condition may be 
mistaken for apoplexy if the tempera- 
ture is not taken. 

The remedy is, in a word, cold If 
it is not possible to give a full ice cold 
bath iced cloths should be applied to 
teh head, neck and chest and the ex- 
tremities batbed in cold water. The 
application of cold must be continued 
until the temperature drops to nor- 
mal! and resumed if it rises. 

The symptoms of heat exhaustion 
are the reverse of those above describ- 
ed. The temperature may be subnor- 
mal, the face is pale, and there is a 
condition analogous to shock, witb a 
bloodless brain. 

The treatment must be directed 
against these conditions. The appli- 
cation of beat to the body and ex- 
tremities is necessary by means of 
het water bags. bottles, etc. Coffee, 
essence of ginger or other stimulants 
should be taken internally. ‘ The re 
eclining position as advised for faint- 
ing spells is also indicated. 

Caution.—It is not unusual for pby- 
wicians to be called in such cases 
fm hot ‘weather and find the patient's 
head loyally elevated by anxious 
friends and cold applications being as-: 
siduously applied. Although this con- 
dition is due to heat, cold will only ag- 
gravate it.

Fractures. 

When a limb Is fractured the first 
step is to apply a temporary splint in 
order to prevent needless injury to 
soft parts by the eads of the fractured 
bone. Any stiff material, an umbrella, 
rolled up newspapers, canes, ete.. may 
be bound to the limb by handkerchiefs, 
towels or bandages until surgical aid 
has been procured. In fractures of the 
leg one leg may be bound to the other. 
If the skin bas been broken the frac- 
ture is termed compound, and extreme 
care is necessary to prevent further 
laceration or infection of the tissues. 


Wounds. 
Slight punctured or lacerated wounds 
are often weglected or improperly 


treated, owing to the fact that no 
medical aid is sought. For the reason 
that blood poison and lockjaw are not 
uncommon following comparatively 
trivial injuries all wounds sbouid be 
cleansed as quickly as possible with 
peroxide of bydrogen, turpentine or 
some-antiseptic solution. A sterilized 
gauze pad should then be applied and 
held in place by rubber adhesive plas- 
ter or gauze bandages. The use of 
strong antiseptic solutions in wourds 
is no longer customary. When the 
wound is infected, as evidenced by 
heat. redness, swelling or discharge of 
pus, the parts should be cleansed fre- 
quently with peroxide of bydrogen and 


a simple wet dressing applied as fol- | 


lows: A gauze pad is bandaged over 
the wound and kept moist with a sat- 
urated solution of bicarbonate of soda 
in boiled water. Antiseptic solutions 
kill germs, but they also interfere witb 
the natural reparative work of the 
body cells. 
Dangers of Carbolic Acid. 

Carbolic acid should be banished 
from the household, except In the form 
of carbolated vaseline. This prepara- 
tion may be useful to apply to cuts or 
sores in emergencies. Solutions of car- 
bolic acid constantly applied to the 
extremities, fingers, toes, etc. bave 


be served by simple non 
tiseptics, sucb as a saturated solution 
of boric acid or the official liquor an- 
tisepticus of the United States Phar- 
macopveia. Diluted with several parts 
of water, this latter preparation may 
be used whenever a cleansing antisep- 
tic wash is required.

This may be applied in 
powder and the parts wrapped in 
clean linen cloths, gauze, etc., and 
then covered with cotton, or the band- 
ages may be saturated and kept moist 
with a strong solution of tbe soda 
Blisters sbouid be punctured witb a 
peedle that bas been sterilized in boil- 
ing water, but tbe skin should not be 
removed. 

When a burn ts very extensive im 
mediate proper dressing is difficult, 
and itis extremely important to reduce 
the shock and protect the burned area 
from the air. This may be quickly 
done by placing the patient ip a warm 
salt bath, keeping the temperature be- 
tween 94 and 104 degrees F. 
treatment is often continued for a long 
time. replenishing the water, of course, 
as it becomes coutaminated. Stimu- 
lants internally are called for. 

Ear Emergencies. 

Accumulations of wax or foreign 
bodiex in tbe ear should be removed by 
syringing with wurm water or saturat- 
ed solution of boric acid Insects may 
be suffocated with a few drops of pure 
sweet oil and then removed by syriug- 
ing with warm water. It is a bad 
practice to use oil in the ear for the 
removal of wax. If syringing with 
warm water does not suffice a physi- 
cian should be consulted. 

Earache is usually due to inflaamma- 
tion, whicb muy develop into suppura- 
tion and abscess. Heat should be ap- 
plied by means of bot water bags, 
hot clay poultice :Cataplasma kaolin, 
U. 8. P.) or bot fomentations, Hot 
water may be poured into the ear 
while the patient reclines op his. op- 
posite side und the heat retained by 
covering the affected ear with cloths 
saturated witb bot water and the 
whole covered over witb a flannel pad 

Bleeding From the Nose. 

Ip old peuple or those with a tend- 
eocy to apoplexy a bemorrhage from 
the nose may prove a relief and 
should pot be too haatily checked 
Where it is desirable to check a bem- 
orrbage the application of cold to the 
pose and back of the neck will often 
prove efficient Syringing with perox- 
ide of bydrogen is also an excellent 
emergency remedy. Syripging with a 
hot salt solution at a temperature of 
125 degrees F. is another efficient 
measure, If the temperature of the 
solution in lower than 125 degrees it 
will only aggravate the hemorrhage

‘ FIGURE IN THE NORTH. 


‘The French-Canadian Who Was Once 
a Teacher of Civil Engineering at 


Ottawa University For Six Years 
Was Also a Lawyer, and His Skill 
Bankrupted a Lumber Company— 
Owns Forty-Five Claims. 


One winter on the Gatineau River 
@ settler “put in” a good, big cut of 
Jogs, writes 8. H. Howard in The To- 
ronto Weekly Star. In those days a 
i\eettler was entitled to the timber 
which grew on his own place, and it 
twas the custom for him to cut it him- 
elf and sell it to the lumber company 
on the river. The lumber company 
jwould measure it, and pay so much a 
\foot, board measure, for it. The set- 
tler used to wonder how it was he 

uld work all winter and receive so 

ttle for his labor, to say nothing at 
‘all about his logs. He was not an ex- 
‘pert scaler himself, to be sure, but 
could estimate more in his cut than 
the -lumber company’s scaler ever 
would, and he suspected something 
wrong. 

This sort of thing, however, had 
Ibeen going on for years. There seem- 
ied no help for it. The settlers were 

French-Canadians with little in- 
uence and less education. There 
weemed no way of checking the lum- 
[ber company save by approximate es- 
ttimates and guesses that sounded con- 
jelusive to no one but the settler him- 
self But at the same time the settler 
ew in his own mind that he was 
ing cheated; knew that his booms 
tof logs contained more than he was 
paid for; knew just as a man 
twho has much walking to do knows 
thow far he has come in a day. 

That Gatineau settler was very 
much put out. He went to the priest 
and to him he told his suspicions. He 
knew he was being robbed. If he 
ycouki only get some one to scale his 
logs, some one independent of both 
song company and himself, then may- 

he could get justice. But who was 
‘there? Whom could he trust?” 

“I will seale your logs,” said the 
priest. ‘““You may trust me.” 

That priest, it seems, had taught

| weighed about four or five pounds, 
j and slipped along the ice quite easily. 
| The handle was made of any old piece 
{ of iron that could be found. 

It was a great event in ‘the different 
towns when the first pair of stones ar- 
tived. The owner would, without ex- 
ception, want to play his forty pound 
rocks against the five pound blocks. 
One game was usually sufficient, as 
the rocks would clear the rink of 
blocks as though they were pebb!es 
on the ice. After at, of course, 
everyone had to “dig down” and buy 
a pair of “Ailsa Craigs’; and as the 
players in those ancient days were all 
just fresh “‘frae old Scotia” it caused 
quite a tugging at the heart-strings 
when they parted with the where- 
withal. 

A pair of curling stones in those 
days were as highly valued as a house 
and lot, for the simple reason that if 
you lost them you had to wait for a 
pair to come from .the old land—cer- 
tainly not for their intrinsic value. 
If, perchance, a stone was broken then 
the man who broke it had to pay for 
it. That was one of the stringent | 
rules of the game; and force of public 
opinion made it a good rule to ob- 
serve. 

They tell a story in a town of the 
north country of a prominent men, 
who had lost tho s of dollars sp-- 
culating withoutya whimper. One day, 
in a close, hard game, an opponent, 
playing. a running shot, broke his 
stone. That man raised more row 
about that old curling stone in five 
minutes than he ever had about los- | 
ing thousands of dollars. It took him 
months to get over it. It was the 
only time his friends had ever seen 
him really upset. 

In connection with the importation 
of the first stones into the town of 
Orillia, back in 1873, there is a rather 
good story. Stonewall Jackson, braw 
Scot, was the proud owner of the first 
pair of stones—exact replicas of the 
aad used by the Governor-General. 

e tried to use his stones aginst 
the blocks, and, as happened in other 
places, the blocks were knocked al! 
over the ring. So, the following year, 
the other members had to get stones. 

It so happened that one day on 
soft ice Stonewall took a running shot, 
which ‘“‘wabbled,” and hitting the shot 
on the edge, a piece was chipped out 
of his stone. course, no one was 
to blame but Stonewall himself. So. 
as nobody was buying him a new 
pair, he had the stone with the piece 
out of the side cut down to about half- 
size—the stone at that time were flat, 
regular pancakes, and wide. Af:er 
that, whenever Stonewall had a nar- 


ow Do o9.run_ hb would use his 


small stone, which was a great ad- 
vantage. as it would go through a 
hole half the size the regular stone 
would require, and saved many games 
for him, ‘tis said. . 

There is a decided difference be- 
tween the stones used then and those 
in vogue now. They were flat, less 
than three inches high. and wide, 
about eighteen inches across. They 
sat very low on the ice and caugh: 
ali the dirt in sight; consequently | 
luck was a greater factor in their 
game. In fact, the game in those days 
was not the scientific game that is 
played today. It was more of a 
roarin’ game—but so were the times. 
Now, it is a science, and must be 
practiced and played for years b fire 
a man can hope to play really well. 

The old-timers never played any- 
thing but the inturn, and the stones 
drew very little anyhow. They some- 
times tried the straight handle, but 
the stone us~ally ended up with one 
turn or the other, dirt, on the ice do- 
ing the trick. : ’ 

Now, the out-turn is played nearly 
as often as the in, and the modern 
stones draw as much ag ten feet on 
modern ice. The stones are so shaped 
that they brush aside almost any dirt, 
and so a great element of chance is 
eliminated. 

One change significant of the times, 
to which to a more or less extent is 
due the change in the tone of the 
sport, is the absence of whisky. In 

ne fifties, and thereafter for forty 
years, no curling game was complete 
without a ‘‘guid J. cutter of whisky” 

—guid old rye. As the “skey” has 
disappeared, so the boisterousness has 
faded away. However, the games, in 
those times, were much more interest- 
ing to the spectator, and goodly 
crowds gathered to e#¢e the curlers 
make merry. After every game three 
cheers was given all round and a 
tiger for good measure. It wouldn't 
hurt the game a whit to have this 
feature reinstituted.

Up to the end of the 19th century 
the peasants of the Norwegian moun. 
tains cherished round stones, which 
they kept in a comfortable bed of 
fresh straw. Once a week these 
ftones were carefully washed, smear- 
ed with butter or stee in ale, and 
they were treated with great respect 
in order that thes might bring good 
luck to the house. 

Kaaha, the holy stone of Mecca, is 
worn and polished by the kisses of 
the crowding pilgrims; while the 
Do-ring of Lhasa, Tibet, marks an- 
other centre of the universe. 

There are other stones of legendary 
or historical interest which ‘have 
played a practical part in natural or 
civil life. The stone of Scone was 
originally supposed to be the ances- 
tral god of the Irish Scots. It was 
kept in the gray old castle of Dun- 
staffnage until it was carried to Scone 
and the Scottish kings were crowned 
upon it. Edward I. carried it to 

estminster Abbey, and it forms the 
seat of the coronation chair used by 
all the British sovereigns. 

The London stone marked fhe 
meeting place of the Roman roads 
which ran through the kingdom and 
from it all distances were reckoned. 
It was supposed to have been brought 
from Troy and is mentioned in very 
early records. To-day a fragrant of 
it is embedded in the wall of St. 
Bwithin’s Church, London, and pro- 
tected by a strong iron grille. 


logging For Candidates. : 

Although of Scotch descent, it was 
at The Hague that Lord ‘Reay first 
saw the light, consequently it was ap- 
propriate that he should preside at the 
meeting of the Royal Society of Arts, 
when a paper was read on “The 
Dutch Labor Colonies.” 

For many years his lordship was 

known by his Dutch title of Baron 
Mackay. He was naturalized in Eng- 
land in 1877, became a baron of the 
United .-ingdom in 1881, and has 
since done good service as Governor 
o. Bombay and chairman of the Lon- 
dcn School Board. One of the most 
accomplished of linguists, Lord Reay 
once presided at an international gath- 
ering, at which speeches were deliver. 
ed successively in English, French, 
German, Italian, Russian, Spanish, 
Danish, Chinese, and Japanese. His

is no less successful than her hus- 
band. One of her recollections is of 
a dinner party at which she had for 
her are ee Gladstone, in happiest 
mood.

How it was 
played in ancient days no one can 
tell, but the ankle joint bones of the 
sheep, ox, deer and pig were used, 
and the game was called “‘astragal,”” 
from the Latin word for the ankle 
joint. In Scotland pebbles are often 
employed, whence the name “‘chuc- 
kles.” Even precious stones and gold 
and bronze “stones” have been used, 
and in some countries the bones were 
marked with numbers and cvlored to 
represent kings, queens, koaveg and 
| pawns.
